Fall Plowing. 

There appears to be no very settled 
agreement among farmers about fall 
plowing. Its desirability depends much 
on circumstances. When manure is 
spread on and the ground is plowed in the 
fal! it becou.es more thorough!y incorpo- 
rated with the soil and is much more 
availablo to the crop than when done just 
before the planting, Sounder most cir 
cumstances it would seem that fall plow. 
ing ‘will be beneficial for spring planted 
crops. Tho lay of the land, however, 
showld be taken into consideration. If it 
lies so that it will wash badly from rains 
and melted snows, then the less the 
surface is disturbed by plowing until it is 
abso. itely necessary the better. Also, if 
it i, cf a gravelly or sandy nature that 
wil! joc manure down beyond the roots 
of (no plants, then it will be better to 
walt until epring. A sandy soil should 
be treated entirely different from one of 
clay Being loose in its texture it may 
be casily plowed at any time, but the sow- 
ing or planting should follow quite son. 
These are some of the things every one 
must consider for himself, aud ulate 
his time of plowing as be has found it beat 
suited to his own farm. 

Things Told by Farmers, 

A farmer with considerable experience, 
who has siloed clover two years, says éf 
it should be left to wilt on the ground for 
two hours after cutting, and each dey's 
filling of the silo be allowed to heat 
fove the fresh clover is added, and the 
sides, nut the center, kept thoroughly 
trumped, the clover will come out moist 
and green, and the cattle will relish it as 
thoroughly as summer pasture.
